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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 8 is allowed because the prior art whether individual or in combination does not 
teach the main body having an upper part that includes the optics module with the upper part 
fixed to a lower part in tiltable relation about a horizontal axis being an independent from the 
pivoting means for adjusting the optical axis in combination with the other features as claimed in 
claim 8. Claim 9 further limit allowed claim 8 and as such are also allowed. Claim 10 is 
allowed because the prior art whether individual or in combination does not teach the main body 
having an upper part including the optics module with the upper part fixed to a lower part in 
tiltable relation about a horizontal axis and rotatable about a vertical axis in relation to the lower 
part supporting the upper part in combination with other features as claimed in claim 10. Claims 
1 1 to 15 further limit allowed claim 10 and as such are also allowed. Claim 16 is allowed 
because the prior art whether individual or in combination does not teach the main body 
including an upper part supported by the lower part so that the upper part is movable about at 
least one axis for adjusting an optical axis, means for locking the upper part in fixed relation to 
the lower part, an optical module having optical components for generating a light beam along 
the optical axis and pivoting means for releasably attaching the module with the upper part so 
that the module may be removed from the main body without varying the optical axis. Claims 
17 to 19 further limit allowed claim 16 and as such are also allowed. 

2. Grindle is cited to show a main body having an optics module (1) having optical 
components (4, 13, 14) for generating a light beam along an optical axis and a rear section (3), an 
upper part (6) supported by a lower part (5) so that the upper part attached to the optical module 
is movable about at least one axis in relation to the lower part for adjusting the optical axis, and 
pivoting means (9) for releasably attaching the rear section with the optics module so that the 
rear section may be removed from the optics module by unscrewing the rear section from the 
optics module and tilting the rear section backward and moving upright position to raise slightly 
so that the T shaped projection can be withdrawn rearwardly through the upper portion of the T 
shaped slot.
